After Chairman Knapp and Commis­ 
sioner Neill had taken steps to arbi 
trate, it was further pointed out, Pres­ 
ident Hawley called the strike.

Like a bolt of lightning out of a

the 
announcement 
from Chairman Knapp of the inter­ 
state commission that the negotiations 
looking to a settlement of the strik* 
on railroads running out of the Twin 
Cities had been broken off.

man Knapp made public a statement 
in which he declared that the confer­ 
ence that had been called with a view 
to adopting ways and means of set 
tling the strike had been “abandoned.’’

ternational Conference In London— All 


Great Nations Represented and Each 


Government Expected to Help— Spe­ 


cial Symbols to Bs Used. 


An international conference bas re 
centiy beeu sittin g In London for the 
purpose of making the technical ar- 
I rangem ents for the construction of a 
new map o f the world on the uniform 
plan add scale o f out to one million, 
I w hich Is equal to sixteen miles to til * 
I Inch. 
These arrangem ents have been 
j concluded and will lie com m unicated 
officially by the British foreign office 
through its diplom atic agencies to all 
of tile civilized governm ents o f the 
1 world, including those which were not 
J represented at the conference, with th * 
I request that they proceed as speedily 
I as convenient to prepare maps o f their 
I own territory conform ing to the plan 
and scale adopted by the conference. 
All of the great European nations, 
i the United sta tes, Canada, Egypt, In­ 
dia and Japan w ere represented at ti e 
I conference. 
The delegates from the 
I United States were Bailey W illis, geol 
I ogist, and J. S. Kubel, chief eiigrav 
j er, of the geological survey. The M ien 
title questions involved in the propose 
; tion were all considered and reported 
upon by subcom m ittees. 
They were 
I discussed aud adopted after modificu 
tion in some cast's, aud the plan is mn 
I complete. 
It rem ains only to take the 
j practical steps necessary to curry ii 
Into efiV< t, and the British government 
: has undertaken to construct a sam ple 
i sheet on the lilies laid down as a spe* i j 
■ men and publish the details agreed 
upon by the conference in several la 
guages so that they may be under 
stood.
